The program has been arranged to 
give ample time for the discussion of 
the war work and the inspection of 
Iowa’s three war libraries. 

One-half day will be given to educa- 
tion and children’s work since this, to- 
gether with the war work, is considered 
by our government to be the most vital 
topie of the day.

Largely through the efforts of 
jibrarians in every part of our land an 
imposing sum was gathered in the fall, 
The Librarian of Congress became Gen- 
gral Director of the Library War Serv- 
jee. Library buildings were erected in 
the great camps, innumerable stations 
were set up in every “‘Y’’ hut and 
house, on the ships, in smaller camps. 
Slowly and with great difficulty in the 
midst of a nation-wide dislocation of 
, a splendid service has been de- 
yeloped by the hard and long labor of 
our devoted colleagues at headquarters 
gnd in the field. The dispatch of books 
to Europe and their supply to the 
troops there has been well begun. The 
attempt has proven the value of books 
parmy life. It is no longer an experi- 
ment, but an assured success. 


On us now rests the burden of carry- 
ing onward this work so admirably be- 
There will be need of money, 
much money. Prepare now to bring 
every effort to bear in your home towns 
to raise your share, yes, and more than 
your share. Let your people know 
what the Association is doing, get the 
papers to print accounts of the Library 
War Service. Inform yourself by visits 
and by letter. If our members actually 
KNOW what is being done, here and 
in France, the money will raise itself. 


There is need of personal service. 
Offer yourself, and like soldiers, obey 
orders. If you are called, for what- 
ever work, that is your special call to 
duty. If you are not called at once, 
remember that the home service needs 
your every thought and action. The Li- 
brary War Service MUST be a selected 
service, a choosing of men and women 
for special needs because of individual 
qualification. In war time men obey 
and do not growl. The work to be 
done is vast. It will require every one 
of us who can work ‘in it, sooner or 
later. It will hearten every officer of 
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the Association, every camp and hos- 
pital librarian, to know that the volun- 
teer list is embarrassingly large. 
These words, my fellow librarians, 
are not preaching. Some one must 
voice the needs of the hour, and you 
have called me to lead the Association 
for a year in the time of our country’s 
peril and mightiest effort. Therefore, 
I write this call to service, confident 
both in your response and in your wel- 
come of the message.

Second Library War Fund. 


During the week beginning Novem- 
ber 11, 1918, the American people will 
be asked to give $3,500,000 with which 
to carry on the Library War Service 
for another year. But in raising this 
amount the American Library Associa- 
tion has joined forces with six other 
great war service agencies, the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, the Young 
Women’s Christian Association, the 
National Catholic War Council, the 
Jewish Welfare Board, the War Camp 
Community Service and the Salvation 
Army. 

This is not a merger of the war serv- 
ices of the seven organizations. Each 
will continue to perform its specific, 
particular functions to the soldier and 
the sailor. But it is a call to team work 
in raising the money. 


The total sum asked for in this com- 
bined campaign will be $170,500,000. 
No sum so large has ever been named 
as the goal of a single public subscrip- 
tion. 


If everyone who would have been 
eager and glad to help raise the modest 
sum which the American Library Asso- 
ciation asks, in a campaign for that and 
nothing else, will join just as eagerly, 
just as gladly in the combined cam- 
paign and work twice as hard for the 
huge subscription that is asked by the 
combined organizations, enough and 
more than enough for the needs of all 





will be obtained. Unless everyone helps 
we shall fail of our goal. 

That means that library workers— 
and we hope that this means everyone 
in any remote degree connected with 
or interested in any phase of library 
work—must realize that in working 
for the United War Work Fund they 
are working for Library War Service 
no less than though it were solely a 
Library Fund Campaign. 

The fact that instead of being so- 
licited for seven different funds the 
whole amount will be included in one 
should be constantly kept in mind and 
urged by all workers.

Library Director for Iowa with Hon. 
Henry L. Adams of Des Moines as 
State Chairman for the libraries. 

The Executive Board is composed of 
Governor Harding, Secretary of State 
Allen, Miss Julia A. Robinson and Mr. 
Forrest B. Spaulding, all of Des 
Moines, Mrs. John Watzek of Daven- 
port, and Mrs. Irving C. Johnson of 
Oskaloosa. 

A regional meeting was held in Min- 
neapolis September 5th—attended by 
Mr. Brigham, Miss Robinson and Mr. 
Spaulding, and announcement of the 
campaign in Iowa will soon reach the 
libraries. 





Saratoga Meeting of the American 
Library Association. 

The 1918 meeting of the American 
Library Association was held at Sara- 
toga Springs July 1-6. The attendance 
was the smallest in many years, less 


than 600 being registered. In interest 
and enthusiasm it stood second to none 
of recent years. 

The keynote of the meeting was, of 
course, library war work. The number 
present wearing khaki and pongee was 
noticeable, and the general session at 
which camp and hospital libraries and 
dispatch work was reported proved so 
interesting and provoked so much dis- 
cussion that an adjourned meeting was 
held on the morning of July 4th other- 
wise vacant.

Base Hospital Library, 
U. 8., Camp Upton, New York, 
3 June, 1918. 
My dear Miss Robinson: 

The Base Hospital at Camp Upton is 
two miles from the camp itself so even 
though a very good road connects the 
two places, the hospital is more or less 
a community in itself. There are now 
eleven hundred beds and, under con- 
struction, convalescent houses that will 
make room for six hundred more. The 
medical detachment numbers six hun- 
dred, the nursing corps between one 
hundred and fifty and two hundred 
and there are more than one hundred 
officers on the medical staff. This 
gives you an idea. of the size of the 
community. 

The Atlantic division of the Red 
Cross has built Convalescent Houses 
for several of the Government Hospi- 
tals in its division and it is in this 
building at Upton that the main library 
of the hospital is housed. There are 
shelves for three thousand books in the 
ingle nooks at the fireplace and since 
the room is open to the convalescent 
patients until four in the afternoon 
and to the men of the medical corps 
from four until ten, these books are 
used just as the books of any public 
library would be. 

It naturally would seem that a hos- 
pital library would be carried on for 
the patients of the hospital, and of 
course, such is the case, but it is im- 
possible to work one week in a base 
hospital without being impressed with 
the importance of the work with the 
medical corps and the influence that 
it has on the spirit of the hospital. At 
Utpon, the corps is most interesting, 








six hundred men—many of them 
young scientists—many of them any- 
thing but that—many of them glad 
that they are doing hospital work and 
many of them longing for machine 
guns or airplanes, or the sea—and al- 
most all of them longing for overseas 
duty, which will come tate, if at all. 
There are among them men from all 
of the universities of our country and 
many from foreign ones. There are 
artists, journalists, and musicians and 
plumbers and electricians and mechan- 
ics. And all of these men are doing 
a hard and useful but more or less 
thankless work and one that attracts 
no attention in the great game that is 
being played. 

I have an idea that nothing is too 
good for them as I have watched the 
great eagerness with which they have 
come to the library and asked if it 
were possible to get, at last, a book 
that they have longed for. These men 
for the most part work twelve hours 
a day and have little time to go to the 
Camp for any sort of recreation. One 
man is reading now all of the lives of 
Oliver Cromwell that I can get for him. 
Another is reading Buckle’s History 
of England and all of those who read 
at all follow with the greatest spirit 
the news from the front as told by the 
heroes Pat O’Brien, Knyvett, Dawson 
and Peat. It is impossible to supply 
the demand for these books for many 
of them must go into the contagion and 
infection wards where they are read 
for two weeks, maybe, and then 
burned. 

The men who are ill are for the most 
part eager to read of the real thing 
for most of them are from regiments 
that are almost ready to embark or 
from those that are already overseas 
and they too are impatient to be sent 
to join their comrades. 

The only class of patients that are 
not keen for ‘‘war literature’’ are 
those in the psychiatric wards. Since 
many of these cases are either con- 
scientious objectors or simply abnor- 
mal fear cases this is not surprising. 


The work with these men is very in- 
teresting but has to be done very care- 
fully. 

I had a pathetic request for Canada 
Blackie from a man who had such a 
record that the ward surgeon thought 
it quite inadvisable to give him any- 
thing that pertained to such experi- 
ences. We persuaded him to read the 
thing that next appealed to him 
which was the poetry of Riley and 
Field. Humor is essential for the men 
who can not leave their beds. 

The experiences of a day in the 
wards are endless and I could go on 
telling you of the individuals whom I 
meet and the revelations that are made, 

After all, the men are just the men 
that we all know and they read the 
things that we all read, and think of 
the things that we all think of and in 
much the same way. The one thing 
that I can not lose sight of is the fact 
that they can not go after the thing 
that they want and what is not brought 
to them is never theirs. 

There are book shelves in the post 
exchange and the books here reach a 
few men who do not come to the Con- 
valescent House. There is a library 
in the Officers’ House and another in 
the Nurses’ Quarters and each of the 
barracks in which the medical corps 
live has its small collection. For the 
casual reader these do very well but 
the man be he sick or well, who is 
really reading for more than the pass- 
ing of time.is always glad to talk of 
books with the librarian on her rounds 
or at her desk.
